(Columbus) Absentee voting for the March 15 primary election began this morning.

Totals as of 8:00 a.m. from the Franklin County Board of Elections show 6, 774 voters have
requested applications to vote early by mail compared to nearly 1,400 at the beginning of early
voting in 2008, the most recent year with no incumbent candidate running for president.

Registration for the primary ended at 9:00 p.m. last night. More than 798,000 are eligible for
this election in Franklin County. The numbers may change slightly over the next few days as
last day registrations arrive by mail.
